My  personal  involvement  began  about  two  years  ago  when  my  then  pastor  Father  Briant  Cullinane 
of  St.  Bonaventures  asked  me  to  consider  the  "Program".  I  did,  and  I  want  to  tell  you,  it  has  changed 
my  life.  I  would  say  also  for  the  better. 

In  my  first  year  we  (about  22  of  us  from  all  walks  of  life),  were  in  old  age  homes,  detox  centres, 
prisons  and  reformatories;  to  mention  a  few  possible  "ministries".  The  purpose  of  this  exposure  was  to 
see  where  we  could  best  "serve".  This  is  the  Deaconite  motto  -  "to  serve  and  not  to  be  served". 

I  am  presently  studying  four  to  five  hours  per  week  with  one  evening  per  week  where  a  group  of 
us  get  together  in  our  homes  for  discussion  of  the  monthly  "material".  We  meet  once  a  month  at  St. 
Augstines  Seminary  where  we  have  the  best  "resource"  people  at  our  disposal. 

I  would  say  at  this  point  God  is  more  in  my  life  than  ever  before  and  I  feel  I  am  a  better  husband, 
father,  and  better  manager  of  people  in  my  business  life  also.  With  God's  grace  I  look  forward  to  Ordina- 
tion in  December  of  1977  as  a  Permanent  Deacon.  If  you  are  ever  approached,  pray  about  it,  consider 
who  is  asking,  and  get  involved,  it's  great."
